MORE PROBABLE THAW EVER. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 23—One im- 


portant step in money matters has been 
taken by the treasury authorities. It is a 
final blow to silver. 


All silver coinage, except that of the 


small subsidiary coins has beeu ordered to 
be suspended after November 1 by order 
of Secretary Carlisle. 


In carrying out this policy the New 


Orleans mint will be practically closed 
and dismantled.- The total coinage of 
silver to date under all acts amounts to 
$423,289,309. 


The practical effect of the measure taken 


by Secretary Carlisle is to convert all 
silver bullion held by the government 
into gold obligations. 


The closing up of the New Orleans mint 


leaves only the United States mints at 
Philadelphia and San .Francisco in opera- 
tion. At these mints only gold and small 
silver coins will hereafter be coined unless 
congress directs differently.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


A North Adams Woman's View of the 


Matter. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:— I have read 


with interest both your report of Mr. 
Church's sermon of Sunday evening and 
your editorial in Saturday's TEANSOEIPT, 
may I offer a suggestion which neither 
side makes? 


It seems aa if all those who talk on both 


sides have lost sight of the main question 
at issue. The emphasis should be laid on 
the word municipal. Instead of that every 
one bos written and spoken as if the 
whole question of woman suffrage was to 
be settled at this time, or at least as if this 
were a so-called " entering wedge " pre- 
liminary to that result. 


Now we have been taught within the 


last few years that the root of the great 
evils in the administration of our Ameri- 
can cities lay in the fact that they were 
considered as the units, the initial rally- 
ing-points of partisan politics. We are 
told that this should not be the case, that 
to have good and efficient city govern- 
ments they should be entirely free 'from 
state or national issues, that a municipal- 
ity should be run on the same basis as a 
business corporation. 
The bad name 


which our city governments have come to 
hold is an excellent example of evil prac- 
tical results from tbe adoption of a false 
theory. May I quote a significant para- 


,ph from " The Evolution of tbe Masna. 


chnsetts Public School System," by Qeo. 
H. Martin. 


"De Tocqueville in his study of Ameri- 


can democracy, was deceived by appear- 
ances into seeing an analogy between the 
federal union and the individual states. 
He assumed that the state is an aggrega- 
tion of units, the towns being the units, 
as the federation is an aggregation of 
states. This is not true, legally or chron- 
ologically. The towns were not first set- 
tled, then grouped into the state. The 
state was first, as a legal entity. The ter- 
ritory was the territory of the state and 
the supreme authority was in the state. 
Instead of the towns being the source of 
the power, and delegating power to the 
state, as the state had done to the United 
States, the towns are but creations of the 
state and under its sanction 'live and 
move and have their being.' " 


Do not think that I am far afield from 


the subject I first started. It is because I 
believe that city government and partisan 
politics should be kept asunder and also 
that women should take no part in par- 
tisan politics— state or national — that I do 
believe that women should take active 
share in the administration of our cities, 
to the advantage of the cities and the 
women who live in them. 


Let us consider for a moment this newer 


and better theory that cities be looked 
upon in the light of a business corpora- 
tion, the mayor andcouneil being thought 
of as business manager and board of di- 
rectors ; are women who are stockholders 
in business corporations ruled out from 
voting for directors? In fact, do they not 
on rare occasions hold place on the board 
of directors themselves ? 


But it must be added that the functions 


of a city government are more compli- 
cated than those of any other species of 
corporation. 
Many of these functions 


resemble much more closely those of a 
careful housekeeper than they do those of 
what is usually considered the business of 
a man. Have we not learned but recently 
that there is something more necessary to 
% good water supply than skill: 
neering ? 
It would seem the 


that women share with men Tn li 
ministration of the municipal ho; 
well as in the family home, thatrao! 
in one but in the other her special lAjnowl- 
edge should be of avail in all^hat per- 
tains to purity of food and wate^i sfljoply, 
to cleanliness of streets, to preveht'iwn of 
infection or of overcrowding ini tene- 
ments, and to much that pertains, to edu- 
cation and to the beautifying of the com- 
munity iu which she lives. In order that 
the women of a community carry on such 
work they must share in the choice of 
those who serve the community in the 
departments indicated. 


Thit this question might be put upon its 


only legitimate basis, and that so women 
who, lite mjself, do not believe in woman 
suffrage in a general way, yet see their 
way clear to vote ''yes>" at the coming 
election, I have ventured to trespass thus 
far upon your space.

The Central Labor Union 


tempts to Enforce the 


State Law. 


At- 


LEGAL OPINIONS OS THE MATTER. 


Chief Wade Has Investigated. 
It is Be- 


lieved by Some That the Law Will 


Not Affect the Normal School 


or Notch Work, 


The Central Labor union are at present 


taking steps to enforce tha nine hour 
state law affecting state, and municipal 
work and so raibe considerable commo- 
tion in this town. The enforcement will 
affect those who are at work upon the 
normal school and Ihe Notch reservoir 
and would, according to the interpreta- 
tion given the law by the union and local 
lawyers, extend to all men in the town's 
employ. 


The union has been discussing the mat- 


ter at several recent meetings and last 
night 
the 
talk 
was 
stronger than 


ever 
in 
favor 
of 
an 
attempt 


at enforcement 
A 
committee 
was 


chosen to take steps in the matter. The 
secretary of the union has followed in- 
structions and written to Bufus R. Wade, 
chief of the district police, and Attorney 
General Knowlton to get information on 
the question. Replies from these men 
are awaited and when received immediate 
steps will be taken. 


Thffjunion men say they have con- 


sulted several local lawyers on the subject 
and they hold that the union is in the 
right. It was reported at the meeting 
last night that inspector Howes had 
been seen and that he supports the un- 
ion's views and stited that it was the 
duty of the chief of police to see that the 
law was enforced. The union claims that 
the law applies to all state and municipal 
work. 


Several men were interviewed by a 


TKANSCHIPT reporter today concerning 
the matter. A prominent lawyer said 
there was such a IBW and that he was 
aware of the attempt on the part of the 
union to enforce it. He also knew that 
Chief Wade had instructed a deputy to 
investigate the question and that he WBS 
confronted by the question whether a 
man working by tho'hour has not a right 
to work as many hours as he pleases. 
On this point Chief Wade will can- 
suit the attorney general. Di triot Attorney 
Gardner has given ad his opinion that the 
normal school men ate .beyond the reach 
of the law. Porter** Hannum say that 
there is not a man in their employ except 
one teamster who is not working by the 
hour. In regard to the men at the Notch 
it is doubtful if the law applies. One 
lawyer says he does not think the law ex- 
tends to men employed by fire districts, 
but it may to towns. The general feeling 
is that if the men -foieh to work nine 
hours a day they can, but they will only 
receive nine hours' p»y. 


THE LODGING HOUSE. 


It Will Probably be Opened the Latter 


Part ol This Week. 


S. N. Allen is very busy getting the 


lodging house ready to open and bethinks 
he will be ready for business the latter 
part of this week. The public is already 
familiar with the general outlines of the 
work to be undertaken. The hall on 
Marshall street formerly occupied by the 
St. Jean Baptiste society has been en- 
gaged as a coffee and 
lodging house 


and will soon be completed. A bath- 
tub has been put in and a partition will be 
put up in the main hall, dividing it into a 
coffee room and sleeping compartment. 
A dozen mattresses have been bought, 
with springs, bedding, etc. Contributions 
of 
dishes 
and 
other 
articles 
for 


the dining room will be gladly received 
from any source, also second-hand clothes 
or shoes. If those having articles to con- 
tribute will notify Mr. Allen by postal 
card he will call for the articles. Mr. 
Allen may be addressed at the Rescue 
Mission. 


Mr. Allen hopes that after the lodging 


house is opened the people of the town 
will co-operate with him by refusing to 
aid any one except by sending him to the 
lodging house, where he will be substan- 
tially fed and comfortably lodged, and al- 
lowed to pay for the accommodations by 
labor. A wood yard will be maintained 
in connection with the establishment, and 
there the wayfarers will find opportunity 
to pay their way. 


This lodging house is not for tramps 


alone, but for any mail who may desire 
clean and comfortable accommodations at 
low cost. 
If the 
enterprise as it 


is expected will be a blessing and a 
credit to this town. Mr. Allen has en- 
tered upon the work with great earnest- 
ness and has the indorsement and aid of 
many leading citizens.

He talked on life insurance and showed 
its costliness. ' The premiums in life in- 
surance are divided in three parts. One 
part is at compound interest to pay the 
insured should he live twenty years; the 
next is in the reserve fund to pay the in- 
sured stould he die, and the third r&rt 
goes into the expense department. He 
showed the comparative expense to a 
man having $1,000 and one having $5,000 
and said there was where the big divi- 
dends came from. Life insurance is to 
make as much money as possible in a 
legitimate way. He then talked of fra- 
ternal, beneficiary organizations, which 
he considered the better for a man to 
place the protection for his family in. Life 
insurance companies he thought were 
just 
as 
liable 
to 
failure 
as any 


fraternal organization. 
All business is 


based on hope. 
When you stop paying 


your premium in life insurance you are 
among the lapses, but when we are all 
brothers does not it stand to reason our 
obligations are just as good as when we 
get a man's name to a note to pay you 
$2,000 if you live to be twenty years of 
age. He then talked on the United Order 
of Workmen telling it was the largest, 
the Maccabees coming the nearest. 
The 


workmen have 345,000 members and 4,000 
lodges in the States and Canada. He 
pointed out the value of separate jurisdic- 
dion. With supreme jurisdiction all as- 
sessments are paid into one fund and all 
losses paid from it and all pay equally. 
This is not done in the United Workmen. 
Theyjpay into the [funds of jurisdictions 
and have not to pay for a high death rate 
in other parts. He dwelt upon the rapid- 
ity with which death claims are paid by 
the workmen as compared with other or- 
ders.

He then dwelt upon the relief 
fund and the way in which it , is raised, 
showing that when a division has reached 
its limit of assessment the claims will be 
assessed through the grand officers on all 
the order's membership. He showed the 
highest figure that can be assessed. For 
the maintaining of the $2000 insurance for 
one year to be $23 and the general to have 
been about $15,92. The relief assessments 
have not exceeded five cents a month. 
What are you worth to your wife? was 
the speakers closing query. If you earn 
^CCO a year you are equal to 10,000 invested 
cr.pital and if you should die the interest 
a:«l principal are gone. Considering this 
he thought now was the time to enter the 
ancient order.

DAMAGING TESTIMONY. 


Or. Graham Tells ol Conversation Between 


Himself and Durrani. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3H.—At the open- 


ing ot conrt yesterday, the defense in the 
trial of Theodore Durrant announced that 
it had finished its CUSR, and the taking of 
testimony In rebuttal was at oue begun 
by the prosecution. The testimony was 
the most important given during tlut trial, 
as it conflicted with several vital state- 
ments made by Durraut while ho was on 
tho stand. 


Tho testimony of Dr. G. F. Graham, for 


instance, is considered by many to sweep 
away Durrant'a entire defense. Graham, 
who is a medical studout and an intimatB 
friend ot Durrant, told of a sensational 
interview that took place between him- 
self and tho prisoner at the county jail on 
April 20. Dr. Graham said that Durrant 
asked him if he would let him see his 
notes of Ur.

Graham demurred at ilrst, after which 


he sail Durrant stated frankly to him 
that his had no notes of tho lecture. Ho 
said Durrant told him if lie had the notes 
of the lecture he could easily establish a 
strong alibi for himself, and urged him to 
leave the notes with Mrs. Durrant in order 
that gho might bring them to him at the 
prison. Dr. Graham said he refused tho 
request, jitid never afterward visited Dur- 
runt at tho prison. 


Dr. Graham's story was not shaken In 


any particular 
oil 
cross-examination. 


While he was testifying, Durrant gave no 
sign to indicate that ho considered tho 
testimony of any importance. Dr. Graham 
will be recalled for further cross-examina- 
tion.

VAN ALEN LAYS LOW. 


Incidents In His Past Life Recalled by His 


Present Troubles.

2'i.—J. J. Van 


Alen did not arrive here last night by anv 
of the transportation lipes. It is reported 
that he fcnrs ho will bo taken unawares 
upon arrival by the Uw officers at tho 
depot and thus be put to the disadvantage 
and mortification of a public nrtest, lieneo 
he desires to steal quietly to his villa aud 
have the papers setved there. The fact 
that the writ is ono ot arrest instead of 
summons is the alleged ground for this. 


For 47 5ears of his life James J. Van 


Aleu was us little known to the world at, 
large as any man could he who had $10,- 
000.000 or $12,01)0,000 ,ind was a society 
man. It was when President Cleveland 
named him as ambassador to Italy, on 
Sept. 2!>. Ib93, that attention was turned 
toward him, aud everyone wondered why 
he should be given so important a post. 
It transpired that Mr. Van Alen had con- 
tributed $50,000 to the Democratic cam- 
paign fund, and that he was ambitious to 
lie American minister to Italy. 


Violent opposition to Van Alen's ap- 


pointment followed revelations which the 
New York World published. 
Horace 


White and Rirhnrd W. Silder, friends of 
Vau Alen and President Cleveland, then 
started a subscription to pay back to Van 
Alen his 850,000 contribution.

A close scruttiry into Van Alen's life 


showed no fitness for the office. Ho is a 
son of the late General Van Alen of New 
York city, who made a large fortune in 
real estate and who left $4.00.1,000 to James 
J. Van Alen. 'The young man was edu- 
cated at Oxford >md he spent many years 
of his life abroad. He had a home there, 
and was more or less prominent iu hunt- 
ing.

He built a magnificent Tudor house on 


Ochre Point, Newport, which ho called 
Wakehurst. For 15 years he never spent 
a winter in this country. Until IbSC his 
name never appeared upon the votimr lists 
nt Newport. Twenty years ago he ninrrled 
the eldest daughter of the late AVilliam 
Astor. She died 'six years afterward. 
He has thrte eliildren, who are being edu- 
cated abroad. *' 


The senate confirmed his appointment 


Oct. 20, 1893, but so earnest and universal 
had the popular resentment beooms that 
on Nov. 20 Mr. Van Alon sent his declina- 
tion to the president. 


Mr. Van Aleu lie irs a very strong re- 


semblance to the Prince of Wales. By 
many he has been styled the American 
Prince of Wales. He is rather tall, h'Vi a 
stout figure, has light brown hair, be.ird 
and mustache. Ho follows English fash- 
ions m everything.
